Quality Education 

"Th* shadow of the Russian Satellite Is 
surprlstoglj large and persistent for so small 
an object." Till* observation was made by 
Dr. Henry Smyths before the American Nu- 
clear Boclety last October. ‘ , • 

• That shadow shocked the American public 
a* nothing has ever shocked it before. 

For the first time since America has been 
the world '4 No. 1 nation, our eupremacy was 
three.tened. Sputnik was particularly a 
shook too. becauSe our leaders b»d not ad- 
vised ua of the International fact* of Ufe. 
Mostly they had not advised us what the 
Russians were up to because they didn't 
know themselves. 

October 4. 1067. will forever rank as onA 
of the great days in our history. It was a. 
Kfp Van Winkle guy. it was the day we 
woke up. 

Shocking st» was the appearance of Sput- 
nik 1. it was probably the best Thing that 
ever happened -to' us. 

.Tlie American dream of absolute superior- 
ly in all things technical, mechanical, and 
scientific, was rudely shattered. 

Conversely, the launching of sputnik was 
rot so good from the purely Russian stand- 
point. Someone kald recently, and I agree, 
that history will record that Sputnik 1-wlll 
go down aa Khrushchev’s No. 1 fn (stake. • 
Without Sputnik, no one would have be- 
lieved tHA real story of Russia's scientific 
progress. 

When sputnik ap|*ared in our skies. It 
was to ment of - the world. Including many 
Americana, a sign thnt.the United -Stktes of 
America was lio longer the world's No. I 
nation

Who, they asked, was fo blame? 

The Oovernnient? 

The President? 

The Pentagon? 

Rivalry between tiic service--., or educa- 
tion? 

The answer was almost unanimous — it was 
education. 

Once education was established as the 
goat, the great debate 'began between the . 
"education for life" or "progressive educa- 
tlon’ 1 boys and the advocates oi the three 
K's or "basic education. " 

, The "three It's" boys, probably a majority 
among laymen, blamed it nil on Dewey, even 
persona who weren't clear on whether It was 
Adm Cleorge Dewey, politician *IY)m IJlewey, 
or educator Jolm Dewey. Anyway, thr*y 
figured somebody "dood It.'' so It must have 
been Dewey. , 

To say criticism waa rife would be' a 
masterpiece of tin^ertUytcmenl. 

The little red sebooihous* agniw became 
the symbol of learning. Complaints were 
made about the s 'the** of modern cduca- ■ 
UOn. v , 

Criticisms were heard like this: ' • 

"When we were b6yr, boys bad to do A 
work In school . They . were* ,not 
coaxed: they were hammered. " Spoiling, 
writing, and arithmetic v >-e not elective*, 
and you had to learn. 


- "{if theee -more fortunate times. elemen- 
tary eduaatlon baa becon^f In Tinuiy places 
a sort of vaudeville show. , The child must , 
be kept amused and learnt what he pleases. 
Many.teaol^rs soorn the old-faahioned rudi- 
ments, and It seem* to be regarded as a 
- misfortune and a crime for a. child to learn 
to rCad and spell by th* old methods. As' 
a result of all the Improvements, there la a 
rac* of gifted pupils more or lesa Ignorant #

■Thus, in continue "the argument ns to 
whether wo shotild ♦'educate for We" or get 
back to the little red achoolhouse is as silly 
, aa to presuppose that the only science the 
Russians are Interested In is rocketry. Ac- 
tually the < Russians are interested in excell- 
ing us in everything, setentlfit or otherwise, 
and th/ quicker we get tpat through our 
"nudnlck*;" the bettet off we are going to 
be. If we don't, wetfe apt to be off this 
pleasant sphere we caff earth more or leas 
permanently.

Oompletely, 1 want to tell .you, particularly 
you fellow laymen, that It wOs John Dewey, 
ail right, who got us Into trtwbie. 

Strangely enough, he got us Into trouble 
tfecauae we didn’t follow the basic tenet* of 5 
hi* great wisdom. ... 

'■ So* I want to go right back to John Dewey 
. for gutdanoe la our state of clear and pres- 
ent danger. ' 

I am indebted, to Dt. Samuel' B. Gould 
president of Antioch College, for clarifica- 
tion ef John pewey's. aim*. . 

Dr. Gould suggested lq a revest speed! 
that John Dewey's plea for Unking educa- 
tion to uaefulqt** h* society was anythin/ 
but an attack on intellectual ism; Dr. Gould 
points out, and X think with greot Insight, 
that John Dewey, never advocated the kind 
of superficial and ridiculous courses and 
methods developed by some of hi* so-called 
followers. . ■ J 

I would Ilk* to call your attention to this 
quote from Dr. John Dewey : 

"Education, if U is really education, should 
send (youth) forth with some unified sense 
of tlfp kind 'of world In which they 
live, the directions In Which it la moving, 
and the part they have to play In It. Tin- 
schools should have .given them tme sort 
of intellectual and moral exy to their con- 
Mgnporsry world, • ••As for nmi'iads. the 
Dilute heed ot every person at present Is 
•Sqiaclty to think: the power to *ce prob- 
lems,, to relate fgetr. to theqi." 

This quotation from John Dewey could 
well b* made our guiding Ut'pt in t..is, our 
' fight for survival. 

What better can we do than stfnd youth 
fortlf with "some unified sense of the kind 
of world In Which they live, the direction in - 
Which It ts moving, and the part they have 
to play .In it"? ~ 

Citizens who hate that kind of sense won t 
tolerate a government thet talks loosely, as 
witness some early remarks about aputnik 

"We aren't engaging In any celesttal bas- 
ketball games." . 

"So the Russians threw a hunk of Iron 
Into the" sky. What's so great -about that?" 

No properly informed citizens tolerate a 
government, that permits Its three armed 
services to engagt in costly rivalry and al- 
lows qsch In it* own.way to pursue plans to 
shoot the moon. 

Nor would citizens with the wisdom John 
DewAy refer* to be hippy with a government 
that shows no. sense of urgency In the light 
'of tho a.OOO-pound Sputnik )44>. 3 that roams 
our skies as we talk here tonight. 
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
